fins made with them. 
Issunnee of til** 
Insurance policies for lite permanent 
(converted) government life insurance, 
which are desired by all tin* men win* 
ar** Insured, has been delayed pending 
the completion o f 
legislation 
which 
now lias been passed. 
Th#* new I*»*ii 
d e s arc now being completed by the 
actuarial arid legal exports and sent to 
Iii** government printing ofti*-**, ami it 
is expected that they will Im* mailed 
out before June I. 
With the insurance business of tin* 
bureau on a current basis it Is now 
anticipated that 
former service men 
who have been deterred from keeping 
Up their Insurance, by reason of the 
delays which they had experienced in 
tin* handling of their accounts, will 
take advantage of tin* liberal provi­ 
sions for tit** reinstatement of war risk
